In 1912 Roosevelt

gether polled but 22,483. votes more 
than Wilson—or 4,000 less than the 
state gave Taft as his majority over 
Bryan in 1908.

1912.

Soldiers in the Field Have 


Been Without Ballot 


RETURNS WILlilATE COMING 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7—The 


thousands of National 
Guardsmen 


encamped along the Mexican border 
are to exercise their rights of fran- 
chise today, notwithstanding the fact 
that in most instances they are hun- 
dreds of miles away from their legal 
voting residence. The most of them 
have been enabled 
to exercise the 


light to vote by special act of th3 
legislature of their respective States, 
When ii became evident that a large 
part of the troops would not be able 
to return home before election day, 
the legislature in many of the States 
were hurriedly summoned in special 
session to enact such laws as would 
permit of the "absent voting." 
In 


most cases commissioners have been 
assigned to the various commands of 
the field, whose duty it will be to .see 
that the qualified voters 
among the 


troops are supplied with ballots of 
their respective States and disricts, 
and to superintend the casting of the 
ballots and their return to the pro- 
per officials. 
.No Provision for Making Returns.. 


The States have made no provision 


for wiring the returns from the bor- 
der and in most cases the official re 
suits will not be known until the re- 
turns are received by mail or brought 
home by the special commissioners. 
Contest in s-ome of the States and in 
many of the congressional districts, 
are expected to be close «md I he exact 
standing of some of the candidates 
may not be definitely known until af- 
ter the soldier vote Is counted 


It is estimated that there are be- 


tween 50,000 and 100,000 
qualified 


voters among the' 
troops stationed 


along the Mexican bonier and in the 
various camps. A hundred thousand 
votes more or less has made little dif- 
ference in recent national elections. 
Nevertheless, it is easily conceivable 
that the soldier vote might have a 
decisive bearing on the fate of more 
than one candidate in States and dis- 
tricts where the results are exceed- 
ingly close. ' 


First Since Civil War. 


This is the first timr since the civil 


war that soldiers have voted on the 
field. General U. S. Grant played a 
prominent part in winning the vote 
for the National Guardsmen 
doing 


service in the field at that time, antt 
it was upon his suggestion that many 
of the checks iuid restraints 
under 


which 
the Guardsman vote today 


were made. 


The question of whether soldiers in 


the field should vote was brought up 
in the presidential campaign of 1864 
and Gen. Grant 
was 
consulted by 


Secretary of War Stanton as to the 
advisability of allowing the soldiers to 
vote. At that time the exercises of 
the right to suffrage by any men in 
the field was a "novel thing." In a 
letter to the Secretary of War from 
City Point, Va., General Grant went 
on record as favoring the plan to per- 
mit the soldiers to vote ,aml set forth 
numerous excellent reasons. He al- 
so exhibited foresight in the Checks, 
and restraints with which he uigod 
that the process should be guarded. 


Fourteen of the States authorized 


their troops in the field to vote in the 
election which was held Nov. 8, 1&64. 
The voting passed off very quietly in 
the camps. Every soldier was allow- 
ed freedon in the choice of candidates 
and it is said that no election has 
jever been conducted 
with greater 
| fairness.

Whiteman, a college graduate, of 


excellent family and at one time a 
man of wealth, has for years been ra- 
ted as one of the cleverest crooks that 
ever made bankers feel uneasy for 
the safety of their money. The Pin- 
kertons wrote a book about him. He 
has been arrested time after time in 
various cities throughout the country. 
Generally he has come out successful 
in his tilts with the law. 


Well Educated Man 


Whiteman is now about 55 years of 


age. He was bom in Dansville, N. 
'i., where his father was one of the 
leading men of the town, being pres- 
idnt of two banks and the owner of 
several Targe factories. 
The 
son 


graduated from Hamilton. College in 
1831, and then entered Columbia law 
school, from which institution he waa 
graduated with honors. After being 
admitted to the bar he went to Dn- 
luth, where his father owned largo 
property interests, and rapidly made 
friends. 
In 1884 he was Dominate.! 


to the Minnesota legislature and car- 
ried the city of Duluth by the largest 
majority ever given to any candidate 
for an elective office at that place. 
As a member of the legislature he 
drafted and secured the passage of 
an election law which was known by 
his own name and which served as a 
model for several States. 


Mayor of Duluth at 24 


At the age of 24 he was 
elected 


mayor of Duluth. Later he was made 
chairman of the State 
Democratic 


committee and was a delegate to the 
Democratic national convention 
in 


1888. 
The following year he was an 


unsuccessful candidate for Congress 
fiom the Fifth Minnesota 
District. 


By this time he had accumulated a 
fortune of over $1,000,000. 


Then came the turning point in his 


picturesque career. After 
his wife 


had secured a separation, Whiteman 
rapidly plunged into a fast life, ding- 
ing away his money recklessly and 
engaging in several very questionable 
deals. He started to frequent 
raco 


tracks—not to wager on horses, but 
with the deliberate 
intention 
of 


swindling bookmakers—and while en- 
•gaged in th manufacture of counter- 
feit pool tickets. 
Within a few 


months his legal knowledge and ac- 
tivity made him the leader 
of this 


gang, and although still possessed of 
a laige sum of money, he showed no

Soldiers in the Field Have 


Been Without Ballot 


RETURNS WILlilATE COMING 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7—The 


thousands of National 
Guardsmen 


encamped along the Mexican border 
are to exercise their rights of fran- 
chise today, notwithstanding the fact 
that in most instances they are hun- 
dreds of miles away from their legal 
voting residence. The most of them 
have been enabled 
to exercise the 


light to vote by special act of th3 
legislature of their respective States, 
When ii became evident that a large 
part of the troops would not be able 
to return home before election day, 
the legislature in many of the States 
were hurriedly summoned in special 
session to enact such laws as would 
permit of the "absent voting." 
In 


most cases commissioners have been 
assigned to the various commands of 
the field, whose duty it will be to .see 
that the qualified voters 
among the 


troops are supplied with ballots of 
their respective States and disricts, 
and to superintend the casting of the 
ballots and their return to the pro- 
per officials. 
.No Provision for Making Returns.. 


The States have made no provision 


for wiring the returns from the bor- 
der and in most cases the official re 
suits will not be known until the re- 
turns are received by mail or brought 
home by the special commissioners. 
Contest in s-ome of the States and in 
many of the congressional districts, 
are expected to be close «md I he exact 
standing of some of the candidates 
may not be definitely known until af- 
ter the soldier vote Is counted 


It is estimated that there are be- 


tween 50,000 and 100,000 
qualified 


voters among the' 
troops stationed 


along the Mexican bonier and in the 
various camps. A hundred thousand 
votes more or less has made little dif- 
ference in recent national elections. 
Nevertheless, it is easily conceivable 
that the soldier vote might have a 
decisive bearing on the fate of more 
than one candidate in States and dis- 
tricts where the results are exceed- 
ingly close. ' 


First Since Civil War. 


This is the first timr since the civil 


war that soldiers have voted on the 
field. General U. S. Grant played a 
prominent part in winning the vote 
for the National Guardsmen 
doing 


service in the field at that time, antt 
it was upon his suggestion that many 
of the checks iuid restraints 
under 


which 
the Guardsman vote today 


were made. 


The question of whether soldiers in 


the field should vote was brought up 
in the presidential campaign of 1864 
and Gen. Grant 
was 
consulted by 


Secretary of War Stanton as to the 
advisability of allowing the soldiers to 
vote. At that time the exercises of 
the right to suffrage by any men in 
the field was a "novel thing." In a 
letter to the Secretary of War from 
City Point, Va., General Grant went 
on record as favoring the plan to per- 
mit the soldiers to vote ,aml set forth 
numerous excellent reasons. He al- 
so exhibited foresight in the Checks, 
and restraints with which he uigod 
that the process should be guarded. 


Fourteen of the States authorized 


their troops in the field to vote in the 
election which was held Nov. 8, 1&64. 
The voting passed off very quietly in 
the camps. Every soldier was allow- 
ed freedon in the choice of candidates 
and it is said that no election has

lodged against him. The police be- 
lieve they have evidence sufficient to 
keep him behind the bars for a long 
time to come. But they have thought 
the same thing before many a time. 
and this kind of confidence men has 
made good his escape either from the 
meshes of the law or from the hands 
of the officers. 
He is both wily and 


desperate when brought to 
bay and 


stops at nothing. 


Whiteman, a college graduate, of 


excellent family and at one time a 
man of wealth, has for years been ra- 
ted as one of the cleverest crooks that 
ever made bankers feel uneasy for 
the safety of their money. The Pin- 
kertons wrote a book about him. He 
has been arrested time after time in 
various cities throughout the country. 
Generally he has come out successful 
in his tilts with the law. 


Well Educated Man 


Whiteman is now about 55 years of 


age. He was bom in Dansville, N. 
'i., where his father was one of the 
leading men of the town, being pres- 
idnt of two banks and the owner of 
several Targe factories. 
The 
son 


graduated from Hamilton. College in 
1831, and then entered Columbia law 
school, from which institution he waa 
graduated with honors. After being 
admitted to the bar he went to Dn- 
luth, where his father owned largo 
property interests, and rapidly made 
friends. 
In 1884 he was Dominate.! 


to the Minnesota legislature and car- 
ried the city of Duluth by the largest 
majority ever given to any candidate 
for an elective office at that place. 
As a member of the legislature he 
drafted and secured the passage of 
an election law which was known by 
his own name and which served as a 
model for several States. 


Mayor of Duluth at 24 


At the age of 24 he was 
elected 


mayor of Duluth. Later he was made 
chairman of the State 
Democratic 


committee and was a delegate to the 
Democratic national convention 
in 


1888. 
The following year he was an 


unsuccessful candidate for Congress 
fiom the Fifth Minnesota 
District. 


By this time he had accumulated a 
fortune of over $1,000,000. 


Then came the turning point in his 


picturesque career. After 
his wife 


had secured a separation, Whiteman 
rapidly plunged into a fast life, ding- 
ing away his money recklessly and 
engaging in several very questionable 
deals.

The resolution follows: 
"Whereas, It Is reported

New Turk Tribune this morning that 
Secretary of War Baker, at a public 
meeting held In Jersey City last night, 
used the following language reflecting 
upon the character of the members of 
Uiishington's army at Valley Forge, 
and lifccued them to the present Mexi- 
can re\olutlonlsts: 


" 1 know that the Mexicans do not 


respect American life and property,' 
said Mr. Buker. 'I know that they 
do not pity their debts, that they are 
ragamuffins, 
that 
they 
desecrate 


Church property, that their money Is 
no good and that they are generally 
worthless. 
But people never respect 


those things In revolutions. 
We did 


not respect them In our Civil War. 
Washington's soldiers in the march 
to Vnlley Torge stole everything thfty 
could lay their hands on; took the 
silver vessels out of the churches aad 
sold them to buy drink. They drove 
ministers out of the churches. 
Their 


money was worthless and they were 
Just us luid characters as the Mexi- 
cans.' 


"Itesolvod, That we, the descend- 


ants of the patriots of the Revolu- 
tion, condemn iu strongest term* the 
unpatriotic language of the Secretary 
of War, and direct that a copy of 
this preamble and resolution be sent 
to him." 


Similar action will be taken by pa- 


triotic societies all over the country.
